front boiling. 
It has been k nown to send 
live lava 50 miles. Of its present perform­ 
ance w’e have not y et heard the full story .

gifts, is least dangerous, since it com­ 
monly gives people time to flee. 
W hat 
k illed 30,000 people in Martinique, May , 
1902, W’as the flood of poison gas and 
black mud sent over the top of Mont 
Pelee.

But Vesuvius, one-third as high as 
Mauna Loa, has but one-ninth its area of 
destruction.
